Recognition is be- 
ing given to the fact that the return 
to normalcy in the United States 
now is conditioned to a large extent 
on the trend aboard for the business 
depression has become world wide. 


Diminished purchasing power in 


foreign countries is affecting the 
purchases of American goods at a 
time when new feeling over Ameri- 
can tariff restrictions is at its height. 


The falling off in foreign trade is 


causing a good deal of apprehension 
because American industries have 
come to depend in their volume of 
business on a large percentage of 
sales abroad. This makes it all the 
more necessary that a stimulus to 
domestic trade shall be operative 
at the earliest possible moment. 


Business men are now beginning 


to realize that the depression in the 
United States started with agricul- 
ture and other industries long be- 
fore last October and that a full 
cycle of 12 months will have been 
completed in June and July of this 
year. 
It is also beginning to be 


apparent that spurts of February 
and March were not 
based upon 


fundamentally "improved conditions 
but special situations in particular 
industries. 


The problem of money rates Is 


still looked upon as the key to bet- 
ter business. Just as icng as money 
is not forthcoming to refinance com- 
panies or to take care of enlarged 
operations the process of recovery 
will be slow. 
The federal reserve 


board has done all that it can to keep 
money rates down. In 
fact call 


money now has been in the neigh- 
borhood of 3 per cent for a long

COUNTY BOARD 
REPRESENTATION 


Outagamie county population in- 


creased 7,664 or 14 per cent in the ten 
year period from 1920 to 1930, accord- 
ing to census figures just released. 
More than 74 per cent of this gain, or 
5,701, was made in the city of Apple- 
ton. Appleton now has 40.2 per cent of 
the total population of Outagamie 
county. 


The release of the census figures 


again calls attention to this city's dis- 
proportionate representation on the 
county board of supervisors. While the 
city has 40 per cent of the population 
and 43 per cent of the total valuation 
•^f the county, it has only 14.6 per cent 
of the total county representation on 
the county board. The interest of the 
city of Appleton in county affairs de- 
mands 'a representation more commen- 
surate with its importance in the coun- 
ty. 


The six supervisors in Appleton give 


this city one representative for each 
4,210 persons living here, while the 35 
supervisors from districts outside of 
Appleton give those areas one super- 
visor for each 1,072 persons. If Apple- 
ton had the same representation on the 
county board as the districts outside, 
this city would have 23 supervisors. 
On the basis of 40 per cent of the pop- 
ulation it is entitled to 16 of the pres- 
ent 41 supervisors and on the basis of 
43 per cent of the assessed.value it is 
entitled to 17 supervisors. 


Inasmuch as it is impossible as well 


as inadvisable to reduce the number of 
supervisors from outside of Appleton 
there is only one way to meet this 
problem and that is to increase the size 
of the county board by the number of 
supervisors necessary to give Appleton 
proportionate 
representation, on the 


basis of population, with the remainder 
of the county. 
If the city contains 40 


per cent of the entire number of people 
in the county and pays 40 per cent of 
the county's expenses no one Avill deny 
that it is entitled to 40 per cent partici- 
pation in conducting the affairs of the 
county. This participation can be ob- 
tained only by increasing the number 


, of supervisors from this city. 


Few cities of similar size in Wis- 


consin are as poorly represented on the 
county board as Appleton. Oshkosh 
has 16 of the 44 members of the "VVin- 
nebago county board, Fond du Lac 
elects 16 of its county's 42/supervisors, 
Green Bay claims 20 of Brown coun- 
ty's 47 lawmakers, Eau Claire has 10 
of Eau Claire county's 28 supervisors, 
Beloit has nine and Janesville claims 
seven of the 43 supervisors in Rock 
county, Manitowoc elects seven of the 
35 supervisors in Manitowoc county, 
and so on down the list. All of these 
cities have much larger proportionate 


.- representations on the boards of their 


counties than Appleton has. 


This is not a new subject for consid- 


eration. It has been discussed many 
times in the past but for various rea- 
sons, none of them valid, nothing ever 
was done. But with the general impres- 
sion prevailing among Appleton people 
that one of the principal reasons for 
high taxes is the levy made by the 
county it is time for the city authori- 
ties seriously to attack this problem. 
,There can be no valid objcctiontfrom 
districts outside the city if Appleton 
increases the number of its supervisors 
to give it proportionate representation 
•o long as their representation is not 
jreduced.

By drinking a glass of water, cold1 


or hot, -one stimulates the secretion 
of gastric juice as well as the diges- 
tive movements (peristaltic waves) 
of the stomach.

Instead 
of diluting the gastric juice it in- 
duces vigorous motion of the stom- 
ach and a more copious flow of the 
digestice fluid; at the same time it 
induces more vigorous motion of the 
stomach, and the active movements 
carry the water on into the intes- 
tine. 


Another common fancy Is that Ice 


water lias in the stomach longer 
than warmer water and- chills the' 
stomach and in that way Interferes 
with digestion. In fact no such thing 
happens, for 1C one drinks a glass 
of ice water the temperature of the 
water in the stomach reaches that 
of the body (98 to 99 degrees F.) 
within 10 or 15 minutes, before the 
water leaves the stomach.

of $50,000. James J. "Walker, play- 
boy mayor of the metropolis, again 
commands the civic spot-light. So 
everybody's happy. 


Especially 
happy 
Is blue-eyed 


grim-vlsaged Mulrooney, the only 
patrolman who ever rose through 
the ranks to the civilian job of boss- 
ing the world's largest constabulaiy. 
Mayor Walker can have his columns 
of newspaper space, his -wisecracks, 
his impeccable- haberdashery. Grover 
Whalen can have his foreign decora- 
tions, his 
receptions 
for visiting 


celebrities, hlg gardenia, even his 
diamond - studded 
commissioner's 


badge. For Mulrooney, from, his big 
feet to his sandy hair, Is every inch 
a cop. He doesn't want anything 
but to be a cop. 


BOBN ACROSS BIVER 


On the very spot where police 


headquarters now stands, his mater- 
nal grandfather once sold poultry. 
His mother was born in a shabby 
iittlfl 
house 
across 
the 
street. 


"There's a story out that I was born 
there too." said Mulrooney, from 
one corner of his mouth. "Not true. 
I was born across the river. But 
my first memories were of Manhat- 
tan. I knew this district well. Guess 
I kind of belong here." 


Coming from the austere commis- 


sioner, that was a long speech, es- 
pecially for publication. 
Through 


all his 34 years of police experience 
he has been known as a silent man, 
of extreme modesty, and a stern 
disciplinarian. He has thrice been 
cited for bravery. 


His father was an Irish Immi- 


grant, a sea-going Celt who gave 
up his wanderings and became a 
harbor pilot directly after meeting 
the buxom daughter of the poultry 
vendor In Centre Market. He was 
a union soldier in the Civil War, 
serving with Duryea's long-famed 
Zouaves. 


Edward 
Pierce Mulrooney was 


born In 1874. He went to public 
school on the west side, was known 
as the hellion of his neighborhood-. 
and made life miserable for the 
corner cop. The elder Mulrooney 
was able to send him to Cooper 
Union for a short time, where Ed- 
ward learned auch mathematics and 
engineering as would help him in 
becoming a harbor navigator, too. 


JOINED HIS FATHER 


At 16 he Joined his father and 


in & few years had a pilot's license 
of his own. But the life palled. He 
wanted action. And it so happened 
that the New York police depart- 
ment at that time was advertising 
for 
able, 
honest 
and 
ambitious 


young men to Join the force. Mul- 
rooney, Just 21, went to see the 
commissioner. His name was Theo- 
dora Roosevelt. 


For nine years after 
Roosevelt 


appointed htm, Mulrooney remained 
a patrolman. Being a river man, he 
immediately had been assigned to 
the marine police, And he was on the 
scene when 1021 lives were lost In 
the «t«am»hlp Slocum disaster. Ask- 
ed to toll of his experiences In con- 
nection with the catastrophe, Com- 
missioner Mulrooney said: 


"The Slocum was lyin* on her 


beams. We were there tliiee rt^ys 
looking for dead. I pulled out 28." 


His \\ork won his first official 


commendation. A few >ears later 
he nearly lost his life In rescuing 
a drowning man. Thnt

WILL LIVE IN SAME HOUSE 
Mrs. Mulrooney, of course, Is very 


proud that her husband has become 
the big boss. Not that it will make 
any difference 
in the Mulrooney 


routine. They •will continue to live 
in their fne-room apartment up In 
the Bronx, with their two daugh- 
ters, and she will continue to do the 
cooking and the marketing, just as 
she has done for 30 years. 


Apparently, too, no change has

clover a half acre of alfalfa being 
raised on the farms of Brown-co for 
each cow the average for the herd 
is below a half acre. 


On farms growing tweet 
clover 


this spring the cows are wading In 
the choicest kind of pasture and It 
is taking them only a few minutes 
to stuff themselves even if the feed 
was frosted. 


In parts of the county hit hard by 


the spring drouth and the 
killing 


frost, the timothy, June grass, and 
wild grass pasture fields are as bare 
as if they were clipped with lawn 
mowers and are 
supplying 
only 


tastes of pasture to the cows worn 
out by all day traveling in search 
of a meal. 


In June last year, the timothy 


and June grass pastures fields were 
dried uj- and useless and in the fall 
of the previous year on the fields 
now trimmed close to the ground, 
were dried up. During both of those 
starvation periods the cows en farms 
w.'ie'e sweet clover-grew were stuff- 
ed \\ith pasture.

Some of the chief objections to 


sweet clover raised by farmers who 
now have but very little pasture for 
the cows are: (1) Sweet clover is a 
noxious weed that may overrun a 
farm, (2) Sweet clover poisons cows, 
(3) Cows do not like sweet clover and 
cannot be forced to eat it. 


NOT CONSIDERED WEED 


Sweet clover was once considered 


a noxious week by farmers who nei- 
ther knew its value nor its habits. 
Sweet clover spreads only by reseed- 
ing. It may be killed by cutting it 
below the lowest points. 


Cases of sweet clover poisoning 


have been reported. 
Investigations 


have ievtaled that the poisoned cows 
were gorged with sweet clover. The 
rations of the poisoned cows con- 
sisted of sweet clover pasture, sweet 
clover hay, and sweet clover silage. 
The trouble, probably came 
from 


lack of variety in the ration. There 
is said to be, however, no case on 
record where Albotrea sweet clover 
ever poisoned a cow. That kind of 
sweet clover is the best for either 
hay cr pasture as the stalks are 
shorter, the stems contain the maxi- 
mum of leaves, and it is a finer grain. 
ed plant than the white blossom. The 
yellow blossom is more 
desirable 


than the white blossom. 


Cows do not like sweet clover pas- 


ture at first and often must be starv- 
ed into eating it. 
After they start 


and 
ne> ome accustomed to 
tweet 


clover they prefer it. To start cows 
grazing on sweet clover quickly they 
should be turned into the field when 
the clover is not more than six inch- 
es tall.

Their objections to raising al- 
falfa are chiefly: (1) Alfalfa winter 
kills, (2) Numerous trials ended in 
failure, (3) Alfalfa seed is too expen- 
sive to experiment with, and (4) Al- 
falfa will not grow in this part of 
Wisconsin. 


Yes, 
alfajfa winter kills if three 


crops are cut yearly if it is pastured 
late in the fall, it is Is too short of 
plant food to produce a larse, vig- 
orous root system, or if the stand 
for some other reason is sickly in 
the fall. Failure is often caused by 
sowing seed not adapted to the cli- 
mate of Wisconsin, by not making a 
fine, smooth seed bed before planting 
and by not covering the sosd at ev- 
en depth. Often as much as three- 
fourths of the seed is wasted in those 
ways and a good stand i3 doomed at 
seeding time. A stand Is often Im- 
possible because the sol! does not 
contai.i the food alfalfa needs or be- 
cause a field is not adequately drain- 
ed. If alfalfa Is properly cultivated, 
it is one of the surest hay crops that 
can be raised in Outagamie-co and so 
is sweet clover. In separate spheres 
they are the best dairy feeds known 
and the greatest producers of milk. 


Tlie farmer who has no pasture 


and very little hay in night might 
divide his pasture and keep h.'s cat- 
tle out of a part for a while, and 
change them from one part to an- 
other. Tn insure a supply of pasture 
later In the season he might plow, say 
ten ac.fs and sow the fleid at once 
with sweet clover using early oats 
as a nurse crop. 
A field of this 


kind is pastured will supply lots of 
feed when ordinary pasture is scarce 
and the sweet clover will show up 
the season following. 


If a farmer Is threatened with a 


shortage of hay he may cut the ear- 
ly oaU and sweet clover for hay, or 
he may plow and seed a ten acre 
field with soybeans. Soybeans yield 
well and are nearly the e^ual to 
alfalfa for hay. The bsans may be 
planted solid with a grain drill when 
the ground gets warm from 
to June 20 at ihe rat* of two bush- 
els to the acre.

NOT YET PROBABLE 


Sentiment Toward Union Is 


Growing, However, Con- 
ferences Show

Determination of 
the southern 


Presbyterian church this week by a 
vote of 159 to 148 not to unite with 
ths northern Presbyterian church 
in session here, was not constructed 
by this genera] assembly as & de- 
feat. 
Narrowness of the vote in- 


dicated that decided progress has 
been made in a matter that neces- 
sarily must be advanced slowly if 
unity Instead of division is to be the 
result. 
- 


At the same time 
evidence of 


merger sentiment was seen In the 
announcement that 
the congrega- 


tional church 
and the 
Christian 


church, with a total membership of 
a million, had decided to join forces 
next year. Other significant develop- 
ments may come from the meeting 
at Atlantic City on June 10 and 11 
of representatives of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, the Protestant Ep- 
iscopal church and the Presbyterian 
church to consider the question of 
amalgamation. 


COOPERATION NEAR 


There is less prospect of organic 


union between these, churches than 
of cooperation in certain fields. The 
Episcopal church, seeks agreement 
"with reference to sociological ques- 


* tions, particularly those dealing with 


the family, temperance and racial 
questions, as well as a clear under- 
standing- as to what is the 
wisest 


relationship of church and state." It 
is among the groups of the Presby- 
terian church that the brightest im- 
mediate prospects of union lie'. 


"The year has made a notable ad-

Influx from Country to City 


Is Made Despite State's 
Prominence in Farming 


Despite Wisconsin's prominent po 


•itlon among agricultural states, ur 
ban centers in the state show huge 
Increases In population as 1930 cen 
sus figures continue to be reported. 


Reasons for the farm-to-city move 


ment were many, sociologist and ec 
onomlsts, said. Depleted natural re 
sources, the impetus given manufac 
turing in the last decade, and a pe 
cullar psychology built up since the 
world war combined to account In a 
measure for the urbai zatlon of the 
state, they said.

case of agricultural depression tha 
diminished population in farm

gions. New fanning methods 
and 


machinery brought about efficiency 
necessitating few workers to pro 
duce. Agriculture It was pointed out 
expanded and increased its output In 
the same manner as industry — by 
adoption of labor-saving devices. 


Industry, however, In the opinion 


of Dr. Harmon O. De Graff, profes 
sor of sociology at 
Superior State 


Teachers' college, extended its physi 
ctl limits while it modernized ite 
plants, thus calling for more employ- 
es despite use of labor-saving ap- 
paratus. The farm's size remained 
the same as a rule and improve- 
ments of implements and methods 
merely diminished the need for mau- 
ual labor. Consequently, persons for- 
merly occupied on the farm turned 
to the city in search of employment.

In northern "Wisconsin and the 


Fox river valley, the farm to city 
movement has been manifest espe 
ciar *. Lumberlngr, and industry that 
once demanded thousands of employ 
es to cull and transport resources to 
the markets, today has been dis 
placed m many cases by agricultuie 
Villages and rural centers shrunk in 
population as men turned to the ci 
ties for work after forests and mines 
•were depleted. 


In addition, Dr. De Graff said, 


there were angled of urban condi- 
tions and psychology to be consider- 
ed along with economic leasons to 
account for the shifting- of popula 
tion. 


While America boasted budding in- 


dustrialism during the fust pait of 
the twentieth century, the American

ral communities, usually they be 
came city partisans.
